Motor Transport Corps Created 


So great has this tendency grown, so important 
the mission of gasoline, that the War Department 
has just created the motor transport corps and 
placed under its command all those vehicles that 
run of their own power. It has given ‘the com- 
mahd of the corps to Col. Charles B. Drake, and 
has authorized him to recruit it in strength up 
to 5000 officers and 200,000 men. This great, new 
agency is now operating with an efficiency that 
comes of centralized control. 

_ The railroads of France emphasize east-and- 
west traffic centered at Paris. Our war problem 
abroad emphasizes north-and-south traffic, very 
much of which is carried by motor transport. The 
motor transport moves more ton miles daily than 
the steam lines in France, said an army officer 
Who has been in France for more than/a year. 
“The motor lines carry men and cargoes wherever }. 
the steam lines cannot go and do a great deal 
to supplement the work of the steam lines inh 
ways. They can go where steam lines can- 
not, just as the army mule can go where even 
motors fear to tread. The motor lines are great 
and carefully regulated transportation systems 
running on rubber tires instead of steel rails. 
They've got to run on time or we'd lose the war. 
Other things equal, the army with the best means 
of transportation would win.”

Have Brought Disaster to France 
and Later Led the People Away

= OT since Waterloo has any European bat- 
N tle coincided with so immediate and com- 
plete a collapse of a nation as did the 
Austrian disaster in:the Second Battle of the 
Piave. Indeed, one must in reality turn to Jena 
for anything like a parallel, for even after Water- 
loo, France remained in definite and coherent 
' unity, remained a force to be reckoned with in all 
future European calculations. But Austria, like 
Prussia after Jena, has collapsed; her power to 
resist is at an end; her very existence is a prob- 
lem in the hands of her foes, who may well] avoid 
the mistake made by Napoleon when he permit- 
ted Prussia to continue. 

In the Italian triumph—and we must frankly 
and freely recognize that the triumph was Ital- 
ian, since the allied aid consisted but two 
| British divisions, one French division and a sin- 
gle American regiment—the military aspect is 
immediately lost in the political. As a battle, 
the Second Piave lasted almost for a week, the 
| anniversary week of the great disaster of Capo- 
poweg one year ago. In the beginning the Aus- 
| trian resistance was sharp and determined, but 
before the battle had progressed far, there came, 
first a battlefield collapse and then a surrender 
to terms dictated on the battlefield, an armistice 
across the firing lines. 

Thus, in one short week we have seen the sur- 
render of Turkey and of Austria, the liberation 
| of Serbia, the passing of the Coburg dynasty from 
Bulgaria, the end of the Hapsburg dynasty in 
‘tria-Hungary. While the Austrian army was 
| losing its last battle, the dual monarchy was 
| breaking up behind it, disbanding; resoiving itself 
into a group of republics, the number still in- 
determinate, with Bolshevism racing with na- 


| tionalism to control the ruins of the fallen state.

Retribution for Congress of Vienna | 


But it is to the Italian side of the gigantic 
drama that we must first turn. A hundred years 
ago the first aspirations of the Italian people, ex- 
pressed imperfectly but coherently in Napoleon's 
kingdom of Italy, a fragment of the real Italy, 
were“crushed by the Congress of Vienna. The ( 
fair body of Italy was thrown back to the Haps- 
burg and Bourbon despoilers: Venice and Pied- 
mont were made Austrian; the wretched Neapoli- 
tan dynasty was restored; North Italy, below the 
Po Valley, was again partitioned among Princes 
and Princesses, who turned to Vienna for their 
support and conducted themselves on Italian soil 
as Germans have conducted themselves in France 
in the present war. 

A generation of agony followed, while Italy 
slowly gathered the moral spiritual forces for 
her great awakening. And then, when the revo- ( 
‘lution of 1848 swept over Europe, Italy tried and 

failed. Novara seemed the ultimate sanction of 
the Austrian yoke, a permanent guarantee of 
| Italian misery. The Savoy sovereign, who abdi- 
cated after Novara and left his country, seemed 


| to be carrying with him the last hope of thirty 


| millions of Italians. 

| But after Novara came the swift change. Ca- 
vour undertook the mighty task. Savoy allied 
| herself with France, and a new Napoleon acquired 
'temporary laurels in Italy by the victories of 
Solferino and Magenta, which liberated Piedmont ; 
and doomed the patchwork of monarchies south 
of the Po. Garibaldi and his immortal “thousand” 
swept the Bourbons out of Naples. But the lesser 
Napoleon lost courage, left Venetia still in Aus- 
trian haMis and continued to defend the tempo- 


rary power of the Pope in Rome. 


Italy’s Statesmanship Is Vindicated 


Then Italy turned to Prussia, and in the war 
of 1866 regained Venetia. But Bismarck, like 
Napoleon III, failed Yo complete the liberation of 
Italy. Trieste and the Trentino, together with 
| Rome, were stilloutside the kingdom. French 
defeats in 1870 ended the temporal power of the 
Pope, and Rome became again, after centuries, 
| the capital of the Latin state of Italy. And now, 
after 48 years more, the Italian tricolor floats 
over Trieste and Trent, Italian liberation is com- 
plete, a century of struggle, of agony and of glory 
is ending with these last splendid days, when 
Austrian armies are fleeing in ruin or surrender- 
|ing unconditionally; a final expunging of the 
sorrow of Novara is taking place. 

And this victory demogstrates clearly the

Going backward for a moment to Sept. 15, 
when D’Esperey launched his Serbs against the 
Bulegers about Dobropoljie, we can count a Ilit- 
tle leas than seven weeks, and in this time we 
have seen the miracle accomplished. Serb troops 
entered Belgrade on the day Italian troops @e- 
cupied Trent and Trieste. Serbia and Italia 
were assured of freedom from an invader at the 
very same hour. The occupation of Constanti- 
nople is a matter of moments. The affairs of 
Serbia, Turkey and of Italy are liquidated. 

What shall one say of Austria? About the fu- 
ture nothing can be said with safety. About the 
past it is, perhaps, interesting in the hour of 
the Tina] military disaster to recall the military 
history of the Hapsburg Empire in this war. In 
August, 1914, at the Jedar, a great Austrian 
army was routed by the Serbians, who scored 
the first considerable allied victory of the war. 
A week later, about Lemberg, the main Austrian 
armies were routed in a series. of battles which 
constituted one of the great military triumphs 
of the war. After these defeats the Austrians 
evacuated most of Galicia. 

Temporarily releived by German ald, the 
Austrian armies in November joined in the 
first Hindenburg bid for Warsaw, but were de 
feated on the Vistula, and as a consequence Ga- 
licia was overrun to the gates of Cracow. In the 
winter the Russians crowded over ‘the Car- 
pathians, Przemys! surrendered with 125,000 
prisoner. Meantime Serbia had destroyed an- 
other great Austrian army at Valievo. 

In 1915 the German victory at the Dunajec 
relieved Austria, but the following year the 
failure of the offensive against Italy was fol- 
lowed by the colossal disaster in Galicia and 
Volhynia, which led to the capture of 200,000 
Austrians and the approach of the Russians to 
Lemberg. Only German intervention saved 
Austria at this moment, and again when Rwu- 
mania entered the war, while on the Italtan 
front Gorizia was lost. 


Austrian Army Had No Edge 3 


In 1917, Austria’s role was passive, even at 
Caporetto the strategy was German, and the de 
cisive blow was delivered by German troops. 
As an offensive force, as a fighting force, the 
Austrians were no longer formidable, and their 
defeat in the First Battle of the Plave that year 
proved this fact. After the defeats of 1916 the 
Austrian army was no more than a blun in- 
strument in German hands: it supplied 
for occupation in Russia;

March, Chief of Staff, in giving to- 
day his weekly review of military 
operations, digressed long enough to 
add an emphatic official condem- 
nation of the sending out of the false 
report that an armistice had been 
signed. The stenographic report of 
Gen. March's statement is ag fol- 
lows: | 
“In connection with the question 
of armistice, generally, the erroneous 
announcement of an armistice which 
has been interesting the American 
public and the newspaper world is 
a very bad thing for the military 
program. For instance, in New York, 
stevedores who were working on 
ships, sending supplies abroad to 
our troops, stopped work to join the 
general celebration and many did 
not return the next day. Our army 
has got to have supplies, no matter 
what happens. The army will be in 
France, even if peace is declared, for | 
gome time, and cannot be brought | 
back except with the use of a great | 
amount of shipping. t wll require | 
time in any event, and, of course, | 
supplies have to be sent them just 
the same. <Any public announce-

man Government, headed 
by the aristocratic Prince Mar of 
tavaria, had established a _  demo- 
cratic regime — with the Kaiser, 


Hindenburg and the junkers hover- 
ing in the background, waiting for 
‘some lucky chance of restoring mili. 
tarism. 

This unique German ts Karl Lud- 
wig Krause. a Bavarian author, who 
has found refuge in Switzerland because his out- 
spoken writings on the war placed him in peril of his 
life in the fatherland. He did not hesitate to brand 
those responsible for the sinking of the Lusitania, 
from William I] to the U-boat captain, as thugs and 
UsSa88ins. 

In view of the peace negotiations inaugurated by 
the Germans, it will be valuable to keep in mind the 
points laid down by Krause: 

1. The German Government cannot be trusted, 
After the revolution in 1848, when the despots 
in a panic granted everything the people de- 
manded, the Government proceeded to filch away 
the rights of the masses one by one “like a 
thief in the night.” 

2. The German people are not fit to govern 
themselves. They have been corrupted from 
childhood by an autocratic Government. The. na- 
tion not only failed to perceive its losses in free- 
dom, but even today remains unconscious of them. 
Talking of liberty to a German is like discussing 
colors with a blind man. 

3. The only hope of democracy in Germany 
is her complete military defeat. Only the free 
peoples of France, England and the United States 
can give liberty to the German people. 

Krause hailed the entrance of the United States 
into the war with intense joy. He promptly issued a 
“manifesto” on behalf of the democratic elements in 
Germany,” which concluded as follows: 

“Thanks to the big-hearted, unselfish en'ry of the 
American nation into the war, and to President Wil- 
son's farsighted policy, dictated by the most humane 
motives, our democratic war aims will be achieved.” 

His writings, extending from 1916 up to a recent 
date, have just been translated, under the title “What 
Js the German Nation Dying For?” (Boni & Live 
right), and extracts are given herewith: 


———_—_—-—— 


Are Germans Fit to Rule Selves? 

E are perfectly justified in asking: 
Is the German nation at all qualified 
to be free? Is it fit to rule itself? 

And, if by some miracle, the wish 
for liberty should ever stir in the 

German breast, who will show the 

people the way that leads to liberty? 

The German Government? The Government that has 
robbed the people of all sense of freedom, has cor- 
rupted them from childhood and has trampled upon 
every generous growth; the Government whose capacity 
for doing anything but oppress and suppress is posi- 
tively grotesque? 

Are we to suppose that this Government will point 
the way? May we hope that of itself it will abandon 
its successful maxim: “Stand straight, keep your mouth 
shut and pay taxes?” Certainly not! It has derived 
splendid profit from the application of that maxim. 

Or may we hope thet after all succor will rise up 
from out of the people themselves, that the nation 
will tear the blinkers from its eyes and stretch out 
its arms’? That the millions tortured by misery and 
starvation will look about and search out those who 
have been the real authors of their misfortunes? That 
they will recognize the fraudulent oppressors and will 
raise their fists and fell them to the ground? 

it seems impossible to expect anything of the sort 
from a nation that will take anything, yes, anything 
without a murmur. 

Ah, yes, if only the German people could bethink 
themselves that once in their history, too, there was 
a ‘48! 7 


“Why, We're Not Locked Up.” 
HE debates in the Reichstag over Germany's state 
of siege have easily dome more than any one 


other thing to open the eyes of the world to our utter 


lack of freedom. Does it make us ashamed of our- 
selves before the other civilized nations? A Chinaman 
would assuredly be ashamed. Not so a German. 


There is not a chord in the modern German’s soul | 


that could be made to quiver responsive to the word 
“liberty.” If you mention liberty to a German, you 
find about as much comprehension as if you were talk- 
ing to a blind man about color. Sometimes he answers 
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Teutons so habituated to flunkeyism from cradle, says “Bavarian 
author, they are not even aware they have lost liberties— 
“What can one expect from nation that will stand any- 
thing without murmur?”—A Chinaman would be ashamed 
of slavery, but Germans are not—“Why, we’re not locked

And while other nations knew how to defend the 
liberty they had so dearly won and. maiftain it in 
spite of reactionary blows, and achieve an Pven larger 
measure of rights, the German nation allowed its 
easily acquired liberties to be stolen from it one by 
oue, stealthily, secretly, as things are stolen by a thief 
in the night. 
logses in liberty and dignity. It still remains uncon- 
scious of them. So dulled are they that they take this 
orgy of oppression exercised by Prussian militarism 
gone mad with megalomania, as a perfect matter of 
course. 


“French Really Fighting for Us.” 

— German people must be set free from this un- 
worthy guardianship, and it is to be hoped that 

before the war is over they will have swept the moldy 

bureaucracy away like everything else that is rotten 

and antiquated and a disgrace to a civilized nation. 

And if, actually, the great German nation cannot suc- 
ceed in making itself master in its own house, it will 
find brothers and friends to help. Yes, it already has 
found them. 

The Government tries to make our flesh creep by 
holding up our brothers and friends to us as our 
enemies and destroyers.

Our Western brothers are not fighting against us, the 
misguided German people, but against those who are 


‘enslaving and oppressing us and who, as if that were 


not enough, are also trying to enslave and oppress 
other nations. 


“We Gervzans Are Barbarians” 
ES, that’s what we are—German barbarians. Yet 
there seems to be a little bit of pity mingled 
with the repugnance expressed in this epithet which 
is bestowed upon by the democratic nations. 

We have often about the deeds of “German 
barbarians,’ and t unmistakably is a tone of pain- 
fu: disillusionmemt underlying the accounts. People 
had thought the countrymen of a Kant, a Beethoven 
or a Wagner were no longer barbarians.

Servili ty in German Character. 
ESE ardent endeavors in behalf of the monarchy 
find support in a peculiarly servile trait in the 
German character. A German is impressed by ar- 
rogance, provided it is sufficiently brazen. 

A German would rather obey than think for him- 
self and shoulder responsibility. It was this blind 
faith in authority that made it possible for the German 
nation to be caught up suddenly in a war of which 
it had not dreamed a week before. 

The King of Bulgaria did not dare to put upon his 
half-civilized people what the Kaiser puts upon us. 
The Bulgarian Government had to work over its 
people with dozens of manifestoes before they could be 
got to enter the war and sacrifice themselves for 
the dynasty—that is, for Ferdinand, who believed he 
could best secure his throne by joining with the Cen- 
tral Powers and Turkey. 


Flunkey Souls vs. Englishmen. 
GERMAN Prince was reviewing a group of English 
prisoners who had just been captured. They stood 
in front of the Prince still coated from head to foot 
with the mid of the trenches. They must have known 
the high rank of the man reviewing them from the 
obsequious manners of the brilliant escort of officers.

They shook the dust out 
of their clothes. Consequently they were low. vile 
creatures.

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HO is the American girl? . 

W This question forms one of 

the most pathetic mysteries of 

the war. In a dugout in France 

an officer of the British army found, in a 

red bor, a package of manuscript. The bor 

was secreted in a dark corner, wedged in be- 

tween a post andthe wall -of one of the 

bunks. The position had been terribly 
mauled by enemy bombardment. 

On examining the papers the officer found 
that they were love letters written by a 
brother officer who was in all probability 
dead. There was no indication of the writer’s name 
or unit and the name of the American girl to whom 
the missives were addressed, a Red Cross worker in 
France, was not mentioned in the manuscript. 

It proved that the Englishman had never told her 
of his love, that the letters were written to give an 
outlet for his own feelings, but were not intended to 
be sent. The officer was unable to discover the 
identity either of the writer or of the American girl. 
Fecling that the letters belonged to her, the finder 
appealed to John Lane, the publisher. Aside from the 
literary value of the letters, Lane felt that she must 
be discovered and that the only chance of doing so 
would be to publish them. Sa they have been issued 
in a’ dook, wherein, should it\happen to fall into the 
girl’s hands, she will certainly’recognize herself. The 
original letters are awaiting her at Lane's office. 
Ercerpts from them are given herewith: 


O it is all over. It was only a dream which 
happened in my brain. We have said good- 
by, and I have not told you. I was so many 
times on the point of telling you-—every 
evening after I left you I accused myself, 
and spent half the night awake planning 
the words in which I would confess when 
next we met. But we have come to our last night and 
I have kept silent: tomorrow I return to the front, 


leaving you almost as much a stranger as when we — 


met. 

I wonder if you have guessed. Surely | could not 
have loved you so much without your knowing. And 
yet—yes, I am glad that I said nothing. 
have I, who may be dead within a month, to speak 
to you of love? To have done so would have been 
the act of a coward. 

I want to put the case to myself so that | may act 
strongly. If I had spoken and you had loved me 
in return, what would have resulted® Only suf- 
fering—until the war is ended, we could never 
have been together—and you, all the time you 
would have been lonely. All the time you would 
have been worrying about my safety. If I were 
wounded again, you would think me dead. Though 
1 were badly wounded, you would not be able to 
come to me, for you, too, have your duty up there 
behind the Front at J——, you and the other Amer- 
iean girls who take care of the French babies. 

And, then, I might have been mutilated. With 
the French a man’s wounds are like decorations, 
they are tokens of the new. religion of sacrifice. 
With us they are still horrible. I would not have 
held you to your bargain with a mutilated man, for 
I might have to live to see you shudder. And then . 
1 may die in this war—who can tell? If I had 
married you I should have “stolen your happiness 
and left you deserted. No, I am glad I did not 
speak of love. * * * 

1 won't think of might-have-beens, but only of 
the memories. They'll be good memories to run 
over when one’s cold and wet and cheerless in some 
caved-in trench. I shall tell myself the fairy story 
then of how I met you, how I pledged myself to 
meet you again and by accident kept my word. 

Do you remember that night, some months ago, 
when I had been wounded, and had been sent to 
America on the British Mission? It was soon after 
America had become our ally, and I was speaking 
at a public meeting. At the close, when the hall 
was emptying, someone brought you up and intro- 
duced us. They said that you were sailing for 
France with a unit that was going to take care 
of little children in the devastated districts. I 
looked into your eyes. What did I see there? Some- 
thing haunting that I never shall forget. There 
you stood # tall, slim girl, like a rosebud on a 
stem with its petals unfolding.

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The great maritime loaf of 
Cap’n Thomas Drake in the 
tiny “Sir Francis,” who 
sailed out of Seattle three 
years ago, and turned up in 
Bangor, Me., recently, en

HIS is the story of a recired 
deep-sea captain who can- 

not wean himseif from old 


ocean and is spending the 
latter days of his life jogging 
around the world in a tiny boat. All 
alone, he dares the deep waters, turns 
in at every port that takes his fancy, 
stays as long as he cares to and gup- 
ports himself selling marine curiosi- 
ties that he gathers en route. An 
ideal life, if one likes solitude and the 
deep blue sea. 


F a man ~should hail the 
schooner Sir Francis and ask 
where she was bound, her 


master, Capt. Thomas Drake, 

wouldn't be able to tell in a 

word or two—he would have 

to reel off the names of many 
a famous port and many a nameless isle and haven, 
with rivers and coves and all sorts of odd corners of 
the seas where seldom a sail has flapped and never a 
flag has flown. For the Sir Francis is bound every- 
where in general and nowhere in particular, and 
Capt. Drake has no idea when his voyage will be 
over and his anchor down again in’ the little scheoner’s 
home port ef Seattle. He is just seeing the world in 
his own way, is in no hurry at all, and has neither 
orders nor itinerary. 
Thomas Drake, sailorman from youth, was born 
in Gravesend on the Thames and as boy and mar 
went to sea from there. He was cabin boy in East 
India tea clippers, then ‘fore the mast in all sorts,of 
trades, and finally got a master’s berth in ships of the 
Hudson Bay Co., in which employment he continued 
for some years. Tiring of the sea, as he thought, he 
emigrated to British Columbia and from there drifted 
to Seatile, Wash., where business prospects looked 
good to him. The sea dog made up his mind that he 
would stay ashore and get rich in lumbering, and he 


might have done just that had he been willing to 
stick. 
But. everybody knows the way of old_ sailors. 


Thomas Drake was no exception. After a few years 
among lumber piles he began to get restless. The 
call of the sea was sounding. hauntingly, in his ears, 
and after a bit of backing and filling he concluded 
to get afloat again. There were mates’ and masters’ 
berths in plenty then, in 1915, when the war had 
been going a year. But it wasn’t for money that 
Capt. Drake wanted to go to sea again, so he decided 
to go on his own hook, or in his own hooker. He was 
free as a bird, having no family to hold him; he had 
some!money, and so he did just what he long had 
wanted to do—built a handy, smart and tight little 
boat, rigged and fitted her to suit himself, and on 
the Fourth of July, 1915, sailed from Seattle, de- 
termined, like Lord Bateman: 

03 8 Garey to go abroad, 

To go strange countries for to see.” 

The Sir Francis isn't pretty to look at, but she is 
a comfortable and handy little tramp. She has the 
lines of a Norwegian fisherman, is very deep for a 
%2-foot boat, and of such ample beam as to appear al- 
most pot-bellied. The entire space amidships, be- 
tween main and foremasts, and almost from rail to 
rail, is occupied by the cabin, 
which has slanting sides like a 
miansard roof and is covered with 
tarpaulins and tarred paper. 

Aft is a deep cockpit and for- 
ward just enough of a forecastle 
deck to allow a man to turn 


or stowing her head sail. She 
stands high out and looks as if 
she would roll like a log, but 
Capt. Drake says she is fairly 
steady and remarkably dry, even

horsepower gas engine and keeps on about his busi- 
ness. 


Visitors on board the Sir Francis who are lucky 
enough to be asked to “come below” are astonished at 
the comforts of Capt. Drake’s sea home. For he 
has a folding berth, a pantry that women would call 
“cute,” a little stove that glistens with bright work 
and whose oven is a wonder at baking, a heap of 
newspapers from all over the American continent, 
several shelves more than five feet long, filled with 
books chiefly descriptive of sea roving, comfortable 
chairs, a brass lamp that sheds.a strong and cheerful 
ray from above, many and many a bright, clean dish, 
and, most interesting of all, a perfect glory of sea 
fans, vari-colored corals, starfish and purple sea 
feathers. The captain is a good cook, and he lives on 
the fat of all the lands he visits, also on the fat of 


‘the seas. Ordinary bread is as lead compared with 


his, and as for biscuits—yum! yum! 


Capt. Drake is 55, small but tough, strong as a 
young moose and alert as a boy. He is not at all ro- 
mantic but tremendously curious concerning every: 
thing he has not seen. When he went in big vessels 
he saw a lot but knew that he was missing more, for 
big ships go only to big places. He wanted to ex- 
plore waters unknown or little frequented—to see 
all the odd nooks and corners of ocean’s empire, tak 
ing his time, doi everything in his own way and 
with no owners the end of a cable to order him 
around. That's why he became an independent and 
leisurely tourist, captain, mate, cook and all hands 
of his own ship, and mixing just enough’ business 
with his cruisings tegpay his way. As he pokes along, 
the skipper of the Sir Francis picks up shells, strange 
fishes, marine growths and other curios, which he 
preserves, prepares and sells whenever he drops in at 
a populous port or seaside resort. 


It’s a comfortable sort of life to him, and he 
doesn't mind being solely alone. The fishes and the 
weather, his books and his cooking; keep. him com- 
pany, and then, there is the ship’s mascot, “Micky 
Bent”—a grinning image carved from a cocoanut 
which faces the captain across the cabin table.

He was let out of jail in Jamaica to goto church, but two vigilant policemen 


went along. 


Capt. Drake been in anything of a hurry he might 
have come around in 60 or 70 days, via the Panama 
Canal; but speed is no object to him, and so he used 
up three years and more in getting- from the North 
Pacific port to Bangor. He came down the coast by 
easy stages’ to San Francisco, and called at all the 
places worth while, besides scores that are practical- 
ly unknown on the voyage to Panama. 


He might have stretched the voyage to the Atlantic 
much further by going around the Horn, but being 
anxious to see the West Indies and the eastern coast 
of the United States first, he came through the Canal 
and put for Jamaica. 

Here he met with his first misadventure, being mis- 
taken for a German spy or something of that sort and 
locked up in jail for three days. When he asked to 
be allowed to go to church, the vigilant authorities 
consented, but sent two policemen along as guards, 
while a crowd followed in their wake. He spent three 
months in the Canal Zone, and celebrated the Fourth 
of July, 1916, there, at El Lano, where he woke the 
echoes of the town with four blasts of dynamite. 
That started some excitement, but when the people 
saw the American flag at Drake's masthead they 
knew it was no German invasion. 


Along the northern coast of South America, up 
through the long fringe of the Windward Islands, 
thence to San Juan, Mayaguez, Ponce and Aguadilla, 
Porto Rico; to Cienfuegos, Havana, Cardenas and Ma- 
tanzas, Cuba, with countless stops between ports, the 
Sir Francis safely carried its lonely passenger; 
thence over to Key West, Florida, whence she leisure 
ly came up the coast to New York, ascended the Hud- 
son River to Albany, then returned, setting out again 


for further voyagings in the West Indies, via Ber- 
muda, Nassau and Turk’s Islands. 
All these wanderings brought the sea searching 


Englishman up to the winter of 1917-18, which he 


“spent in warm waters, and in the spring of 1918 he 


again came North, putting in much of the gummer on 
the New England coast and finally raiching his 
furthest North at Bangor on Sept. 9. From Bangor 
he sailed east to view the heights of Mount Desert 
and to experience the tremendous tides of the Bay 
of Fundy. He expected when he left Bangor to make 
the voyage to South America this fall, going down 
the east coast at least as far as 
Buenos Aires, whence he may 
cross to Africa, although of that 
he was not certain. 


The skipper of the Sir Francis 
says he guesses the war will be 
over before he gets to European 
waters, but that he isn’t afraid of 
the German sea wolves, anyway. 


“They wouldn't waste any am- 
munition on me, I guess,” said he. 
“Anyway, I never waste any time 
worrying over dangers that may 
come. Time enough for worry 
when they do come—and mostly 
they don't. When am I going to 
haul up and live ashore again? 
Well, I spose that'll be when 
there’s nothing more to see—-and 
there's a lot. It’s a big, fine 
world, worth looking over.” 
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Cut off for three hours in No Man’s Land between the American and German barrages, dodging and crawling from shell hole to shell hole. 
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AR is a big game. You're liable to 
get your block knocked off, but 
then, that might happen to you any- 
where. An automobile might run 
over you on the street and do the 
same thing to you. A train might 
cut your leg of. A woman raising 

an umbrella as she gets off the street’car is just as 
dangerous to your eyes as a German bayonet. Then, 
war is lots of fun. The eats, the parades, the new 
piaces, and the girls—always in France the girls—make 
up sides of it that do not get into the newspapers 
much, but they are there, nevertheless. 

These are some of the random observations of the 
war by a 17-year-old St. Louisan who already has been 
a soldier two years—Corp. Earl Muren, 3857A De Tonty 
street-—-the son of Mr. and Mrs. F. C. Muren. Earl has 
seen service in Mexico and Haiti and was through 
fighting at Verdun and in the battles of Chateau- 
Thierry and Belleau Wood. At Verdun he was in a 
raiding party that was cut off between a German bar- 
rage and one from its own lines; .He was gassed at 
Chateau-Thierry and suffered shell-shock at Belleau 
Wood. He recovered from the gas in a few days, but 
the shell-shock sent him back to America for treatment, 
after he had exhausted the possibilities of hospitals 
at five points in France. He has been visiting his 
parents here this last month, resting, loafing, meeting 
his schoolboy friends and getting his mind away from 
the war—-when his friends will let him. To them he is 
something of a Gulliver among the Lilliputians. They 
are Lilliputians, however, who\twave the possibilities 
of a Gulliver, for it will not be long. before they, tgo, 
will be in service. Some of them are already in the 
student training corps and all loagk forward to repeti- 
tions of Muren’s start, if ~ his: achievements. 


Ear! is a bugler. He serVed six montnts in the First 
Regiment, Missouri National Guard, and went to the 
border with that outfit. For a while he was with K 
Company, then transferred to LL. Company.- When 
the troops were ordered home he obtained permission 
to enlist in the Marine Corps. He went to Haiti 
in March of 1917. Then when war was declared with 
Germany he was attached to the Sixth Machine Gun 
Battalion of Marines as a bugler and landed in France 
June 25, 1917. 

Earl's most vivid remembrance of the war is his ex- 
perience at Verdun \ 

“On the border,” he told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“life was made up mostly of drills and a few stray 
bullets. In France it is mostly bullets and a few stray 
drills. That is, it was for the marines in the early 
days. Nothing soft about our billets. For a while 
we acted as military_police till the men wouldn't stand 
for it any longer. You see, they came over to fight, 
and they didn’t like the idea of being on a job that 


kept everybody from fighting. We convoyed supplies| 


too, and then we went to the advanced posts, begin- 
ning our trench experience months ahead of the arm) 
units 

“It was at Verdun that | learned what this war 
was like. A dozen or more of us volunteered for a 
trench raid on the German lines. We started about 
10 o'clock at night. 

“We blackened our faces like we used to do at 
school for minstrels. Then we crept out. We were 
discovered going over and the Germans opened up on 
us with machine guns. We flattemed out on the ground.

Star shells and flares began to light up the sky. Then 
they opened up with their field guns. 

“Someone sent up a rocket for an answering bar- 
rage. We got it. But not where we supposed we 
would. We discovered that the German barrage kept 
us from getting back to our own lines and our own 
barrage kept us from advancing into the German lines. 

“For three hours we lay in No Man’s Land, dodging 
from shell hole to shell hole, crawling and creeping, 
wondering whether we were going to be wiped out by 
our own guns or by the Germans. By the end of that 
time we had crawled out at both ends of the barrage. 
When we all got back to our lines’ we discovered that 
we hadn't lost a man and additionally had captured 
two machine guns and two prisoners.” 

“What did you think when you were in the middle 
of that barrage?’""’ Muren was asked.

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“That it was like all the Fourth of July's ld ever 
remembered put together,’ be replied. 

Ear! is certain that Belleau Wood, “Hell Wood” those 
who were in it call it, and the ‘““‘Wood of the American 
Marines” as it since has been named by the French, 
was the bitterest battle through which any body of men, 
whatever their size, passed. 

“I thought Chateau-Thierry was a fight,’ he said, 
“and the French told us after we took Chateau- 
Thierry that we had been through as hard fighting 
as anyone in the war, but Chateau-Thierry was only a 
rehearsal to Belleau Wood.”’ 

“Chateau-Thierry was fought the first week in June 
of this year. Belleau wood was fought the following 
week. It was at these points that the American spear- 
head was built, a salient against which the German ad- 
vance wrecked itself on July 18 and which gave rise 
to the never-disputed assertion that ‘the Americans 
saved Paris.’ ”’ 

Earl closed his eyes against the sight recalled by 
his memories of Belleau Wood. Of them he will not 
talk. His nerves are still shaken; dwelling too much 
on war memories shocks his muscles into a tarantella. 

“I do not remember how long | was in the fight,” 
he explained, “for we were too busy to pay any atten- 
tion to time. I| was lying flat on the ground, though 
watching a signal-man with his red and white wig- 
wags, when a shell burst it seemed right in the middle 
of my back. Four hours later they told me in the field 
dressing station that the concussion had knocked me 
unconscious. I was not touched by metal. ‘Shell- 
shock,’ the doctor said, and packed me off to Paris. 
Later I was sent to other base hospitals and came 
back home.” 

Earl doesn't know much about the politics of this 
war, but he is pretty thoroughly informed about its 
principles. His grandfather was a soldier in the Union 
Army and went to the Civil War when he was 17 
vears old. Mrs. Muren’s grandfather, Hugo Wangelin 
of Belleville, Ul, who was a Colonel in a Missouri 
regiment when the Civil War started and a Brigadier- 
General when it was over, left Germany when a very 
young man because he detested the Prussian military 
system.. When he became 18, though, he went back to 
Germany and served his term in the German army. 
Then he came back to America. “Thank God,” he 
said, “that’s over with. Germany has no further claim 
on me. I’m a full free citizen of the United States.” 

Ear! is proud of the achievements of his great-grand- 
father and his grandfather and of the record of his 
oldest brother, Clarence G. Muren, who, 21 years old 
this month, is serving his second enlistment in the 
navy. A brother, 17, is at home, who would be in serv- 
ice now except for the refusal of the’ army to take 
boys of that age. 

But Earl is_proudest of his decorations. On his left 
breast he wears the ribbons showing his Mexican and 
Haitien campaigns, the ribbon of the Legion of Honor 
of France, showing that his own battalion was cited 
hy the French at Belleau Wood, and a ribbon denoting 
a general citation of the whole force of marines in 
France. On his left arm he wears two V-shaped gold 
service stripes, indicating his year in France, and on 
his right arm the stripe that only those gassed, wound- 
edor suffering from shell-shock may wear. 

“Which isn't bad for a kid, 17," his mother remarks; 
but Earl isn’t a “kid” any longer, though he’s man 
enough to let his mother think of him that way.

“With an opponent who ‘fights dirty’ you ‘fight 
dirty’ yourself’’—this is the new teaching, based on 


several years’ experience of our allies 


in the United States 


and of several months of our own ex- 
perience with the vagaries of the Hun. 

- Therefore, hundreds ef thousands of 
soldiers have been, at the training 
camps, instructed in the gentle art of 
“rough-house’’—and by no less per- 
sonages than professional wrestling 
instructors. 


Holds and falls of dire punishing 
power—such as would not be toler- 
ated for a moment on any mat—are 
being carefully inculcated among our 
soldiers. When you have to meet an 
enemy who hasn't the first glimmer of 
a conception of fair play, who would 
find extreme pleasure in gouging out 
your eye if he once got you down, there 
is no time for the refinements of 
sportsmanship. To save good Amer- 
ican lives the thing is to.“‘beat Fritzie 
to it.” 

To go back a little, wrestling is 
probably the oldest sport in the world. 
and no doubt the most strenuous. Our 
ancestors, the cave men, invented it 
as a means of self-defense, in the days 
when quick wit and strong muscles 
meant survival. 

Merely as a sport wrestling has come 
to mean a strife, under fairly kindly 
rules, between two men of high train- 
ing and fine physical condition. The 
object is that-one athlete shall succeed 
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Strangle-hold and head 
butt from the rear. 


neck; Joe Stecher’s body-scis- . 
sors hold, and Frank Gotch's 
barbarous toe-hold, all these 
are being added to the fight- 
ing repertory of the American 
soldier. Particular stress is 
placed upon the strangle hold, 
wrestlers and referees agree- 
ing that once a man has per- 
mitted himself to be forced 
into this frightful position 
nothing can save him from 
swift unconsciousness, if his 
opponent is merciful, or from 
speedy death if he wishes. 
The insight which placed 
this “rough-house” wrestling 
at the disposal of the United 
States Army belongs largely 
to a cantonment commander 
who has trained hundreds of 
St. Louis troops, Major-Gen- 
eral S. D. Sturgis, command- 
er of the Bighty-seventh 
Division, which was trained 
- at Camp Pike, Ark., and 
which went to France in 
July of this year. When the

to’ cripple or injure one’s opponent. 


Any attempt to do so would instantly 
arouse the horror of the public and the .” 
guilty cortestant would be barred from any further 
career. 

But that there are any number of holds that would 
enable a wrestler to maim his rival for life goes with- 
out saying. These specialists are students of muscle 
and nerve centers. It would not be difficult for a 
trained wrestler to break one’s neck or fracture his 
spine or put such pressure on some ganglia as would 
paralyze his limbs. 

These murderous tricks are taught the American 
soldier for two reasons. In the first place, he has to 
face an antagonist whose principle, from the Kaiser 
down, is “Win at any cost!” 

In the second place, the American cannot afford, 
with such an antagonist, to hazard his life upon scrt- 
ples of sportsmanship. 

Therefore, these once illegal holds are taught to 
Americ soldiers, for in the game of war the purse 
is not fame or money, but life and death. And Uncle 
Sam would just as soon have one of his boys save his 
life with a wrestling trick as with an adroit parry of 
the bayonet. 

It was once thought that boxing would answer the 
purpose. So this art was added to the bayonet drill. 
But it is not often, nor is it sure, than an opponent 
can be put forever out of business with a biow of the 
fist. He may be stunned for a few minutes. But in 
wrestling, by cold, deliberate science it is perfectly 
possible for the man who knows how to strangle a 
man, break his limbs or kill him with bare hands. 
The Japanese art of jiu-jitsu‘is the dast word in this 
fiendish science, justifiable only against an unprin- 
cipled enemy. 

Suppose you meet a German during a charge on the 
parapet of his trench. Maybe your bullets miss, per- 
haps your bayonet is struck aside, perchance your fists 
miss their aim and you come breast to breast in deadly 
grapple. Then, when one of the pair must die, it is 
salvation for the American tq know instinctively a 
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~if caught at it. 


clutch by which he can put his enemy out of the fight, 
permanently. 

This is the reason that the wrestling theories of B. C; 
(“Billy”) Sandow have been adopted by the army 
Sandow in his day was a wrestler of repute and re- 
cently he has kept up his interest in the game by acting 
as manager for Ed (‘Strangler’) Lewis, now a Top 
Sergeant at Camp Grant, Il. 


Veteran wrestlers like Sandow know many a deadly 
trick which they are not permitted to use on the mat— 
This “black-book’’ of wrestling need 
hide no longer among the inhibitions of wrestlers. 
It can come into the open, welcomed enthusiastically 
by the army. For to conquer a brute, brutality is 
necessary. 

When a soldier reports for instruction in this new 
branch physical charts show him how easy it is, if 
one knows how, to dislocate’ a joint or break a bone. 
The latest refinements of jiu-jitsu are pointed out to 
him. He is also reminded that the Hun hates above 
everything else save his officers coming to egrfps with 
an opponent. 
fellows at his elbows; but when he gets into solitary 
combat he is ready to quit—unless he can pull off some 
unsavory ruse like exploding a concealed hand gren- 
ade or shooting a tiny revolver held in the palm of 
the hand. : 


The soldier is taught that he may lose his rifle and 
still remain a most formidable enemy-—if he keeps a 
cool head and has studied the science of “leverazge’’ 
as applicable to the anatomy of an opponent. The 
small man learns that however gigantic his antagonist 
may be the dwarf is on superior terms if he knows 
how to trip up and cripple the larger man and that 
in 40 seconds at the most he may render his opponent 
unconscious and helpless.

paring to sail, Gen. Sturgis 
recommended that wrestling 
instructors be attached to the 
army, just as boxing instruc- 
tors were. 

“Il believe that this course is much more valuable 
than boxing,” he wrote, “as an asset to a man in @ 
hand-to-hand struggle in which all rules of sports- 
manship are laid aside. But as we are fighting a most 
unsportsmanlike enemy, this method of meeting him 
is along the right lines.” 

Wrestlers always have been certain that in rough 
and tumble fighting they easily could whip boxers and» 
they cite many instances of attempts to get wrestlers 
and boxers together to settle the claim. 

Jess Willard, shortly after being acclaimed heavy- 
weight champion pugilist, received a challenge from 
Dr. Benjamin F. Roller, the well-known physician- 
athlete and former American wrestling champion, 
Dr. Roller invited “Big Jess” to go to the gymnasium 
with him, and before a jury of newspaper men and city 
officials settle the moot question of the better method 
self-defense, boxing or wrestling. 

Willard did not accept the challenge. 

William Muldoon, one-time mat champion, who 
trained John L. Sullivan for his fight with Charley 
Mitchell, was the only man who could handle the old 
Roman at will. Whenever the late Jobn L. hinted at 
straying from the vigorous path of physical training 
Muldoon threatened to thrash him, and Sullivan never 
transgressed while Billy was in the vicinity. 

A mixed match was proposed between Muldoon and 
Mitchell, but the latter never accepted, after having. 
heard from experts that Muldoon, by his wide knowl- 
edge of wrestling strategy, would make bim jump out 
of the ring. 

Farmer. Burns, who developed Frank Gotch into a 
world's champion, for years had a standing challenge 
to whip any prize fighter in an empty room. At the 
time Jim Jeffries was the heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion. The challenge went unanswered. Only a few 
weeks ago Burns, at the age of 57, showed jhe bene- 
ficial effects of a life devoted to wrestling by defeat- 
ing @ man much younger in a test on the mat.

Climbing from the right-hand 
corner to the left is a stairway. Standing on the stair- 
way there are one, two, three—let me count—six 
American Red Cross girls. At the bottom there is a 
male chef kind of person, who does not cOmmand my 
interest. He has a silky, bird’s-nest sort of beard, as 
all chefs ought to have. To his right, in the courtyard 
itself, there is a French officer; and to his right a 
charming little matron; then two more officers and a 
doorway, in which are standing two American nurses, 
one of whom is yourself. You are all in white—even 
your shoes are white—and a white veil blows back 
across your shoulders. Now are you persuaded that 
the photograph is really one of you? _.. 

How did I receive it? Who sent it? I am no wiser 
than you. All I know is that you didn’t. On the back 
there is writing, simply stating that it is from a sister 
in an American unit now in France, who heard me 
speak when I was in America. 


HERE are four girls offering to marry every 
mutilated soldier in France for every girl who is 
accepted. 

Ah, how these French shame us with their 
superior humanity! We have called them immoral, 
lax, sentimental—so many foolish words in the past. 
I wish to God that we Anglo-Saxons shared some of 


the vices that produce their virtues. We pretend to 


be so strong, so self-sufficient, so indifferent to affec- 
tion. How sick I am of my own pose of spurious 
manliness! What I want is to feel your arms about 
me and your lips against my eyes, whispering “Mon 
petit." Why should I be ashamed to tell you? Why 
should I be ashamed to do it? I understand the grati- 
tude of Jesus for the woman who pitied him so 
abandondedly that she wiped his feét with the hairs of 
her head. She was trying to say to him just what 
these French girls say to their wounded: ‘“‘Mon petit,” 
pressing the weary heads against their breasts.
